While the young woman 
was taking the first step to protect 
her from the shadows of prison, Dis- 
trict Attorney Sauthoff was also ac- 
tive in the two requests yesterday 
granted by Judge Hoppmann, to per- 
mit the girl to withdraw her plea of 
guilty and to appoint two physicians 
to inquire into her Insanity. 
Attor- 
ney Gilbert struck the first, blow at 
the state's case when he announced 
he would dispute the admissable con- 
fession the girl made as evidence in 
the case. 
District Attorney Harry Sauthoff has 
announced that he is going to ask the 
coming legislature for a new law to 
correct such situations. 
"Every girl who becomes a mother 
is entitled to a husband," said Mr. 
Sauthoff today. "1 think a law should 
be passed which will consider the 
mother and father of a child married 
from the instant the child was born, 
whether there be any church cere- 
mony or 
not."

He was 
the first rider to turn a double somer- 
lault and the first to dash around a 
ring: carrying a boy on his head. Nine 
times -'around the ring was his act. 
When asked if it had not -been a life 
of continual excitement, 
he 
said: 
"Yes, all the time excitement, but it 
got to seem Just like a farmer's life." 
Daredevil riding surely may be in- 
cluded among the dangerous occupa- 
tions, and Jimmie had his share of
